Everybody will admit that clov- 
er is needed on the farm, on prac- 
ticaly levery farm in the clover 
belt. But by no means every farm 
has clover a^d there are extreme- 
ly few farms on which there is as 
much clover as there shoiild he;,. 
Why ?' Because clover so - often 
fails to make a good stand'and to 
carry weir to a crop. Farmers 
have become discouraged. Put- 
ting good money into seed and 
then loosing the seeding is dis- 
couraging. Especially this year 
when it will cost around $6 an 
acre for seed aione,^ farmers will 
hesitate. What" can he done about 
it ? Given good seed an4 good soil 
conditions a stand is reasonably 
sure. Only an- unusual season, 
especially a dry one, will kill a 
stand under such conditions. Un- 
ited States Department of Agri-' 
culture experts ' declare. Good 
seed can be bought and good soil 
conditions can be mjid^^at least 
to a certain extent. 

Tr.e need for a good seed bed 
and for careful seeding has been 
referred to in .the Weekly News 
f.etter.
